Before an audience of 5,000 
people, Premier Bennett made his 
historic speech, following his usual 
tactics and going to the heart of 
his: problem with energy and sin- 
cerity. Whatever the outcome may 
or may not be, that Mr. Bennett 
and his government are clearly and 
sincerely committed to the  find- 
ing: way out of the present diffi- 
culties for the western farmers 
cannot be denied. 

Briefly stated his plan includes: 

Credit arrangements to prevent 
forced selling of the 1930 ‘crop of 
wheat.

ASSOCIATE COMMITTEE ON 
WEED CONTROL TO MEET 


* The Associate Committee on Wee. 
Control will hold its second meeting 
at the University of Alberta on Jan- 
wary 9th. This Committee was ap- 
pointed by the National Research 
Council in response to requests. from 
numerous organizations that the 
Council should assist in co-ordinat- 
in weed control investigations 
throughout the Dominion. A_ start 
was made during the past season, 
when J. M. Manson, ca well-known 
graduate of the University of Alber- 
ta, was appointed as the Committee’s 
special investigator to make a recon- 
naissance survey of the Prairie Pro- 
vinces, to get a general view of the 
weed situation in this area, and to 
co-ordinate the survey results ob- 
tained by the Provincial Departments 
‘of Agrichlture. The consideration of 
Mr. Manson’s report will be one of 
the important items at the meeting.
